Seeds should be sown as 
early as possible in good, rich soil, in trenches 8 inches deep ;

The flowers should be cut before seeds begin to form. 

The first sowing of Sweet Peas may be made very early in 
the spring, as soon as the frost is out of the ground. Fora 
succession, some should be sown every few weeks afterwards, 
For fall-flowering, they may besown aslateas July. Then again, they 
may be sown late in the fall for very early blooming the following 
spring, but in that case a dry situation is preferable, and they should 
be sown 4 or 5 inches deep, and not in the trench method.
